Springs, was reported in a satis- 
factory condition in the Warner 
Hospital today where she is re- 
covering from severe cuts and bums 
of both hands • and forearms and 
loss of blood following a fire at 
her home Tuesday noon.

DISPUTE HERE 


A dispute over real estate commis- 


sions was advanced a step further 
Tuesday afternoon, when Emmett 
R. Woods, Carlisle, filed a reply 
with the prothonotary, to the new 
matter which Philip J. Miller. R. 4, 
had cited in his answer to Woods' 
original suit. 


Woods filed an action in assump- 


sit March 22, claiming that he had 
sold an Adams County farm and 
a Cumberland County property for 
Miller as per an oral agreement, 
and that Miller refused to pay him 
the 
commissions, which totaled 


$1,525 on the two properties, and 
asked for a judgment of this sum 
plus interest. 


Miller filed his reply April il, in 


which he admitted that there had 
been an oral agreement, but stated 
that Woods was.not to receive^ a 
i commission on $2,000 of one of the 


j sales, as it consisted of personal 
! property and not real estate. He also 


j claimed that according to the agree- 
ment, Miller took two Cumberland 


j County properties in return for the 
Adams County farm, "and that 
Woods had agreed not to accept 
any commission until both of these 
had been sold, and. furthermore, 
that Woods, in asking for a com- 
mission on both sales, was in effect 
asking for two commissions on the 
same transactions. 


Woods denies these issues. He 


claims that, according to the agree- 
ment, the personal property was in- 
cluded as an inducement to the 
sale, and that it was understood 
tha« the commission was to include 
the percentage on this property. He 
specifically denies that he was not 
to accept any commission until all 
properties were sold, and that ac- 
cording to the agreement, he was 
to receive a commission on the sale

AREA TOURED 


BY HISTORIANS 


Members of the Adams County 


Historical Society on their first field 
tour of the season Tuesday evening 
visited the two-centuries old Christ 
Church (Episcopal) burial ground 
northeast of Heidlersburg, the pres- 
ent Christ Church in York Springs 
and" the site of A'dams" County's first 
summer 
resort, 
York 
Sulphur 


Springs. 


The first stop was made at the 


present Christ Church' building in 
York Springs, now under the care 
of the Gettysburg parish which 
holds services there once yearly. 
The parish in the York Springs or 
Huntington area was founded in 
1748 by the Rev. George Craig, a 
priest of the Church of England 
working under the auspices, of the 
Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith in Foreign Parts. 


Records show the first log church 


was erected about 1760 under oaks 
that still stand in the burial ground 
two miles northeast of Heidlers- 
burg. A weatherboard church was 
erected there next and then about 
1831 
or 1836 the brick church in 


York Springs was built. 


Visit Old Church 


The historians visited the old 


brick place of worship with its 
horseshoe-shaped pulpit and read- 
ing stands and two Peter Ege cast 
iron stoves made in Pine Grove 
Furnace, A sketch of the first log 
church hangs on the wall overlook- 
ing the narrow, straight-backed 
pews closed on the aisles with doors.

Florida 
It is a beautiful memorial to the 
highminded editor who built one of 
the most notable of magazines, The 
Ladies' Home Journal But what 
I can't forget is seeing a sign in 
the sanctuary, among the flowert, 
which said: "I come here often 
to find myself.

A 
reader sent this to rne, neatly 
painted on a leather design. It 
hangs over the log fireplace at 
my Nova Scotia island retreat. 


I read an interesting comment 


on the Billy Graham meetings by 
Ernie-Hill. He said: "Thousands of 
the people who come to hear him 
are lonely, disillusioned and hi need 
of something around which to buud 
their lives." They are lost people 
trying to find a way to a happier 
life. Billy Graham has been giving 
to these people a road map with 
Faith pointing out the roads to take.

A native of Quakertown, Dr. 


Kline graduated from Muhlenberg

ready? 


Some top industrialists are say- 


ing so and calling for further in- 
creases in the capacity of mills 
and factories to keep in step with 
the increased consumer demand 
they foresee. 


Just one year ago it was fash- 


ionable In some circles to say that 
the great postwar spurt of build- 
ing new plants and buying new 
equipment had given the United 
States a production capacity well 
in excess of current civilian con- 
sumer demand. 


Plan Expansion 


It would be quite some time, 


they said, before civilian demand— 
if unsupported by an additional 
huge 
defense 
production—would 


catch up 


But now plans for future expan- 


sion are being announced by the 
corporate leaders in many indus- 
tries. The basic industry steel Is 
a good example. 


Between 1950 and 1954 it In- 


creased its capacity by one fourth. 
Last year industry leaders were 
saying that present capacity of 
124,300,000 tons a year should be 
enough for at least 
five 
years 


more. 


Need More Mills 


This .week the nation's steel mills 


are set to turn out 2,328,000 tons, 
according to the American Iron & 
Steel Institute. This would top the 
record set in March 1953. 


And today at least five of the 


top men in the industry are on 
record as saying another round of 
building more mills and upgrading 
old equipment must be started. 


The reason: the steady increase 


In the nation's population and— 
more importantly—the increase In 
the standard of living. Steelmen 
believe Americans will be buying 
more cars, more appliances, build- 
ing more offices, stores and homes, 
more bridges, schools and high- 
ways. 


This expansion of basic 
rteel 


production capacity will be ac- 
companied'by upgrading facilities 
for making finished products.

Next time 
give yourself time to see what 
American public opinion Is. That 
may let you know ho<w far you 
can go, and what you can get, 
without war." 


The Communists, by stopping 


United Nations forces in Korea, 
built up their prestige and self- 
confidence. But they lost heavily 
in men and supplies. 


Their lack of readiness may be

FOREIGN TRADE 
BILL UP TODAY 


FOR DECISION 


WASHINGTON W — The Senate 


begins voting today on President 
Eisenhowers 
foreign 
trade 
bill 


with its sponsors confident they 
can beat any crippling amend- 
ments. Final passage was ex- 
pected by tonight. 


Eisenhower has called the bill 


one of the most vital In his 1955 
program and has said enlightened 
trade policies among free world 
nations can be the key to peace. 


Nevertheless, it met consider- 


able opposition In Congress be- 
cause of fears that any new tariff 
concessions would seriously harm 
certain American industries. 


The bill would extend the 2- 


year-old reciprocal trade law three 
more years, and give the chief 
executive new authority to cut tar- 
iffs another 15 per cent in ex- 
change for trade concessions from 
other nations. 


It passed the House after several 


narrow escapes on roll calls. In 
the Senate, the Finance Commit- 
tee worked eight weeks and finally 
came up with a version which ap- 
pears to have averted an expected 
close floor fight. 


Some Narrow Escapes 


The committee's version pre- 


serves the key features of the 
President's bill. It also gives the 
President some added authority to 
curb imports of specific products 
if he decides they might affect 
national security. 


Some Name Calling 


Sen. Douglas (D-H1) in a lengthy 


speech last night called the bill 
"namby-pamby" and "innocuous," 
claiming it provides little real ad- 
ditional power to broaden trade. 


He said Eisenhower has "failed 


to give leadership" in the trade 
fight, but that Democrats would 
support the bill even though "its 
chief value is symbolic."
